Tbe.iabk-ol renovating, no 
duubi, was a delicate one, aitd not uux 
attended wita risk; but tho uttuuipi 
was uecoBSury, uud it aucceodcd. Aa 
a inaitor ol luot, Lliut movumeui 
derived ita etrougili Irom eouioiaing 
much Btrouger lliuu tlio lower clusrij 
h was not to iuburroctiouary viuleiicu 
that ibo Logibluiuro yielded. Tho 
movumcut procueUod mumly Irom Iho 
" uiiddlo clubB Tho midalo cU^HJ 
beloro tho iiolorm Jiill, poasossod 
little, if any, direct ijolii.ioal power. 
Alter I be lielbrm JBill, it enjoyed tbo 
largest bharo. The middle oiass, ro- 
inlorcod by tbo discontent wbiob ia« 
tenBe uiBtreaa, at tbat time, had pron 
duced among tbo lower, proaented a 
formidable combination, which any 
Govornmout might well foar to en- 
counter. Tho iiouao of Lords actunlly 
yielded to tho oxlraoidinary pressure 
put on them by tlio King; but it is 
more than probable that had they 
been able to surmount his opponitioD, 
they must bavo given way to the 
middle class. They were fighting a 
battle in which almoat every element 
of Bocial power was ranged on the 
other side. Those who compare those 
times with these, and threaten tho 
oppouentsof theEeform Bill with tbo 
rout that belel the antagonists of ita 
greater prototype, forget the material 
fact that the middle classes wore on 
the wrong side of the pale then, and 
that they are on the right side now. 
We read the threats of the Eadioal 
orators. ^ In 1858, Mr Bright told the 
people tbiAt a redaction of the Pran- 
chise would soon be demanded in 
"rougher tones" than his; and in 
1866, he declares that unless it is 
granted an " accident " would happen 
to British institutions such as drove 
Charles X. from his throne. Orators 
of less dislincLioa than Mr i3righl, 
and tho writers in his daily organs, 
follow in tho same strain more boldly, 
and tell us a great deal abont " ibe 
people ri-ing in their might." "\7o 
notice discussions upon questiouB of 
organic change that ure carried on as 
if it were under the shadow of revo- 
lution. Issues between tho legisla- 
turo of tbo country and the lower 
classes in tho groat towns are quietly 
aBsumed by liadicals and believed by 
timid Conservatives to be mere qaoB.< 
tions of the patience of the latter. 
When once they are piqued by thair 
enemies, or persuaded by their friends, 
to « rise/' the ultimate tribunal of tho 
nineteenth oentury has spoken. JSo 
one, says an able writer who has 
watched the recent tendency of politi- 
cal discussions, can have failed to ob- 
serve how deeply this theory ban 
tinged our political philosophy, and to 
a certain extent our political action. 
Tet it is a curious doctrine to have 
lifted itself so high, especially in Eng- 
land. No ono can say that its hiator3' 
gives tho slightest counLonanco to it. 
Its whole course ia a chrouiclo of con- 
stant concessions to enlighluaed pub- 
lic opinion ; but it docs not record a 
single instanco of concession to mob 
violence, Tho case most nearly in 
point, in recent times, is tho agitation 
under which the Eelonn Bill of 1S32 
•W8B carried, to which we alluded 
above. It is not, however, from any 
English experience tbat tho popular 
notion of tbo inviucibiliiy of tho low-ei 
olaises, if aronaed, has arlson^^Uio 
political history of thoip-^iTeiLrhbor.s 
across the channel has alj^/ays produced 
a atrong effect on ijitf imagination of 
all clftM^Bjn Eivghuid ; a stronger ef- 
fect, perhaps, from tho siiglii, dislanec 
and tho etrangeneas of the surruimding 
circumstances, than would havo been 
produced by similar ovonis if they bad 
happened at homo. The events of the 
last session show that no luluio Gov. 
onimont can vciiiuro to preneiu any 
Buch moasuro which hhall involve a 
largo tranalor of power, or which 
shall bo constructed under fear of the 
artisan or laboring claasos, in order to 
satisfy tbo agitation their udvocutcs 
have made. Let us now gluuco for a 
moment at tbo real position of the 
working classes who are said to bo 
excluded from tbo franchise. The 
Pali Mall Gazette, of tho 6th of Murcii, 
1866, informs us ; 

" That as soon as tho Alioistry had 
decided on the principle aqd outliucs 
of their reforms, they began to collect 
information about it. As soon as ihoy 
bad fixed their franehiao, they asked 
for returns to show how many and 
what sort of persons that franchise 
would admit. Xbe result startled the 



Ministers and surprised the public. It 
appeared, from the stutiBtios furnished 
to thom by the local aulborities, that 
HO far Irom thoro b.ing scarcely any 
working men upon thg register — so fiir 
from tho laboring classes being ' serfs,' 
^■^ Mr Potter called thom, or ' outside 
of tho palo of tho Consliluiion,' aa Mr 
Blight and Mr Foster phrase ii — from 
20 to 22 per cent, of tho oleclorij now 
on tho li8t.„belqng -to the. working 
classes ; and a 'furlheir'inv'oBtigation 
has confirmed tho main conclusion — 
viz., that one-filth to ono-fourih of tho 
actual constituency of Eiigliuid cons 
siiJts of those very clascos who were 
believed to bovinually excluded froTn 
the franchise, and .whose admission 
was the ' object of the contemplated 
Eeform Bill." ■ ■ • 

Such is the position of the working 
olasses, shown by tho official returns 
iurnished by Mr Gladstone himself. 
To say, then, that Parliament, or any 
party in it, is opposed to the admis- 
sion of tho working man to tho poll- 
ing-booth, ia studiously to falsify tho 
facts. When tho work ng man and 
his -advocates havo b-.conio so piuc- 
ticiil and sincere in their denumds lor 
llolorm that they Avill accept " pars 
ticipation" without " prodoniinance," 
tho " settlement of the qucsuon" will 
havo been attained, but not till then. 
A largo majority of tho people of I'jiig- 
land are indignant that Rv lini^Ui 
should have, or appear to have, dic- 
tated to the late Govornmont; they 
dosiro some roeasuro which, leaving 
tho franchise in tho hands of tho mid- 
dle olasBCS, should so distributo tbo 
oleotoral privilogo as to bring tho 
lionse of Commons more than it is 
into unison with tho feelings of tbo 
people. They do nob choose to see all 
other classes of voters " swamped" by 
the loweat. Lord BusBell rightly in-' 
sists tbat "the aim of all Beform 
should bo to make Parliament tbo 
mirror of tbo nation," and any further 
enfranchisement of tho working 
classes, or of any class, is desirable 
only ae a moatiH to this end, Tho 
managers at Kefurni commit tees and 
domonstralicns frankly avow their 
ullimale object to be universal suHVage, 
vote by ballot, and equal electoral 
districts, although it is perlectly phiin 
that if thc£o objects were realized ror^ 
prescntalive governmout uould en. 
tirely disappear. It baa been well 
observed that tho decisions that arc 
taken within tho next two or three 
years will determine, in all probability, 
the future character and complexion 
of our constitution. Tbo public apathy 
upon questions of domestic policy is 
profound. The nation is too intent 
on other matters to point out to its 
rulers the course it would have them 
to take : its destiny is in the hands of 
a score or so of influential politician b 
of various schools. If they under- 
stand tho supremo importance of tbo 
crisis lo forgot awhile, lor their coun- 
try's sake, old antipathies or personal 
aspirations, the men who really lovo 
our ancient constitution will bo 
gathered under ono banner, and their 
united force will defy democraiy. lint 
if tho oi)portuiiily is squaiiderud in 
personal self-assorLion or seclional 
bickerings, they must palo before an 
enemy who, at least, may claim the 
praise of never Buffering private amb 
bition to impede the attainment of a 
great end.

38; for 1866, 834,745 37, showing a balance 
of 8872 99 in favor of last year. It is lo 
the savoral items however thai; wo look loi 
the signs of slow but sure prosr.ss. There 
is a balance in favor ui inbi year from all 
the general sources of revuuut.' e.\cept ppirii 
licenses and mining teceipu ijcMeral. There 
is a balance of s?827 in favor of ISGG for 
Freo Miners cerlilicatefj, and a balance oi 
8715 80 in favor ot tlicsame year for Postage, 
in fact, the Posiu;;e receipts have nearly 
doubled in one j ear. The receipts for 1865 
were $931 70; for 1866, $1647 50. Fines, 
forfeitores^aDd fees ot Court show a balance 
in favor of 1866, and Trade Licenses a 
balance of .$901. 28 in fovor of the same 
year.
